Highest on the list of Chinese American concerns js: the 
continuous interference of Taiwan government agents in the 
affairs of the Chinese American community，including the yet 
unresolved assassination of Henry Liu and the SumnmITaryY arrest 
and release of LA publisher Lee Ya-ping， Several key Suspects 
in the assassination，now in the protective custody of the 
Taiwan government，are still wanted by US law enforcement 
agencics for the crime they committed in _ California and Henry 
Liu'Ss widow is still waiting for an apology and rightful 
compensation from the Taiwan government.，、 We of course still 
do not understand why Lee Ya-ping was arrested and who 
instigated the arrest during her visit to Taiwan last Year. 

We hope that, as elected officials of California, Sen. Cranston， 
March Fong Eu and Michael Woo will raise these Chinese Ameri- 
can concerns in _ California and the US when they meet with 
leaders of the Taiwan government，AS we repeatedly commented 
in this column, the basic issue in these cases has always been the 
constitutional rights of Chinese Americans and how these Tlghts 
can be protected from foreign intervention and intimidation 


UNDERUTILIZATION,YESI! 
RELUCTANCE, NO! 


In last week's editorial，we questioned some of the findings of 
the Cal Tech survey on the Asian American political attitudes 
and behavior because we did not think the Survey technique and 
quesStionnaijre to be fully valid for Asians. 

This week we bring our readers the second Part of the study 
dealing with the minority small businesses in California Again， 
we commend the Tesearchers for their effort to increase our 
understanding of the nature of Asian Small businesses and，more 
important, some of their less glamourous and hidden problems. 

However，we mnust take issue with their conclusion that Asian 
Small business Owners Show "the greatest reluctance" to maKke use 
of government programs designed to assist them We agree that 
there 1Ss a conspicuous underutilization of these government 
progTams in comparison with Black and Latino businesses. 
However，underutilization is not necesSsarily a proof of 
Teluctance on the part of Asian business owners. 

For years we have heard similar conclusions about ASian 
TIeljuctance to Seek welfare assistance，public health -care， 
pSychiatric help，employment Services，eVven emergency police 
asSSlistance，to name just a few things. In each case，the root 
cause has been inaccessibility of the program，linadequate 
dissemination of information to the community，or insensitive 
g0OVvernment bureaucracy. Once these_ artificial barriers are 
Iemovyed, the main problem is always overutilization， 

What :the Cal Tech researchers need to do is to find out 
whether information on government-SpoOnSsored Small business 
PI08gIams has been adequately disseminated and understood in 
the Asian community， whether Asians are Sufficiently 
Tepresented in those agencies responsible for TuUnning the various 
Small business programs and whether these pPI0OgIams are readily 
accessible to informed small business Owners,

To On Lok Senior Health Services 


SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Us Senate and the House of 
Representatives passed two 
bills on March 20 that will 
enable On Lok Senior Health 
Services to _ receive Medicare 
and Medi-Cal funding indefi- 
nitely.， The House and Sena- 
te are expected to iron out 
the details for a joint bill to 
Present t0O President Reagan 
for Signature asS early as this 
Week. 

The passage，a near cer- 
tainty，will give the organiza- 
tion a permanent status for 
the first time in its 14-year 
history._ Up until now，it has 
been considered a "demonstra- 
tion” project by the federal 
government. 

On Lok，headquartered at 
1441 Powell St.，has three 
centers prIoviding long-term 
health care for frai] elderly 
in the Chinatown-North 
Beach area. 


FIRST IN NATION 


Medicare and ”Medi-Cal 
began funding the program 
in 1978. Medicare typically 
works on 3a fee-for-service 
basis in which physicians and 


hospitals bill Medicare for 
cach medical service per- 
formedaOnEEOIO however， 


.found it more economical to 


Tcceive a lump sum for each 
participant each month，while 
accepting the risk for pos- 
Sible cost overruns. It was 
the first such program in the 
nation. 


The "capitation" policy gave 
On Lok an incentive to main-

Asians Near 509%0 
In Alhambra Schools 


ALHAMBRA，Calif. - The 
latest Statistics Teleased by 
the Alhambra School District 
Shows ASslan enrollment，espe- 
clially' in the elementary 
Schools，to be fast approach- 
ing 30% of the total student 
population in this Suburban 
city of Los Angeles. 

The total Asian enrollment 
in the thirteen elementary 
Schools in the district is now 
49% or 4,990. Some of them 
have more than 5$0% AsSsians.

Aslians， Monterey Highlands 
School 66%，Ynez School 64%，

In the 
higher-stakes game of a full pro- 
duction，the playwrights chose a 
Imore conserVative ' Structure for 
this play 一 opting for amore linear 
plot with one omnlsclent Perspec- 
tive 一 and hoped to mesh thelr dls- 
tinctive writing Styles. 

While 1ls 1t heartening to See 
Asian American playwtrlghts tak- 
ing new risks and trying experi- 
Imental techniques, the play 1s only 
partially succeessful. The writing 
styjles are clearly distinct. The 
twists and turns of plot and dia- 
logue are Unpredictable，bnit they 
don'tform a cohesive whole. Its as 
though each playwright stlll has a 
different idea of what the final out- 
come will be.

June Mesina 
Ouellette's Chris, alternately teas- 
ing and coquettish, then frightened 
and desperate, also suffers from a 
lack of transitions Or from ones 
which seem forced. William Ham- 
mond's performance as Mark fares 
best, mainly because hls character 
changes the least in the Play 一 he 
starts out manlipulative,， and ends 
Up the same way. His desire and 
refusal to be like his brother is the 
most clearly perceived motivation 
for all their unconventional be- 
havior.

A friend complained to me the 
other day. He had to send a smal 
amount to a relative overseas， 
twenty dollars to be exacty a little 
birthday giftt. 

”The bank wants to charge me 
more than twenty dollars to send 
twenty. It ls absurd.2” 

My friend's problem is quite 
common among those of us who， 
from timetotme, mustremit funds 
abroad. There are numerous ways 
of achlieving the Same objective. 
Each has lts own advantages and 
Setbacks;i and in this age where 
nothing ls truly free, each way also 
has a different cost. 

OPTIONS 

Ca : Most people do not send 
cash via mall for the obvious rea- 
SoOn. It can be lost and no recourse 
1S avallable in Such a case. The 
advantage ls the low cost 一 that of 
the postage. Another advantage is 
convertibility. At present, US dol- 
lars are convertible in most parts 
of the world. The beneficiary will 
have little problem in immediate 
coOnVersion to local currency. 

Personal CHhecRs: Many people 
do not realize this as a legitimate 
way of remiltting funds. A personal 
check drawn on a US bank is a 
negotiable instrument. A_ benefici- 
ary can negotiate the same check at 
his or her local bank. The advan- 
tage ls once again its low cost. The 
setback ls, unlike cash, a personal 
check may not be accepted for 
limnmediate conversion. A local bank 
may hold up the disbursement until 
it_gets relimbursement from the 
bank in the US. The exchange rate 
Ilight also be affected by the same 
delay. 

4foxey Orders: Although the US 


Post Office discourages the send- 


ing of postal money orders over- 
Seas, it 1S a leglitimate means of 
remltting funds. Postal money or- 
ders are negotiable instruments in 
many forelign countries. The cost 
of each money order is dependent 
on its face amount. 

BanRCHhecRs: Cashier checksand 
certified checks. Many people be- 
lieve that they are“good as cash 2 
Not necessarlly SO0. Despite their 
“offclial” appearance，the local 
banks are under no obligation to 
conVert cashiler or certified checks 
Immediately. The reason is Simple. 


The local banks do not get the ， 


funds relmbursed by their US cor- 
reSspondent any faster for these 
checks than for your regular per- 
Sonal checks. 


ELECTRONIC 

We VTrawsjfers: This 1s a gen- 
eral term used to cover all.Kkinds 
of payments done via _ electronic 
means.， IThey can be subdivided 
into the following two categorles : 

Internal Transfers: The move- 
ment of funds within the same 
bank. Simply an in-house opera- 
tion，a_ bookkeepling adjustment. 
For example, my frlend goes to his 
bank and requests that $20 be 
transferred from hlsaccount in the 
Us to hls relative's account at the 
Same bank's overseas branch . 

Transfers vla correspondent 
bank: Ifmy friend:s bank does not 
haveabranch athbis relative's doml- 
clle， lt must go through a corre- 
spondent bank. The US bank in 
Such a case Will inform 1ts oOVerseas 
correspondent bank that $20 has 
been credited to the correspondent 
account at the US bank.

Biit 
morethan Speed, it provides a trail. 
The sender of the funds has re- 
course in case the beneficiary does 
Dot recelve the money. The cost 
for this convenience is of course 
higher， Each bank sets its own 
Pricing policy. Some are more com- 
Petitive because they focus their 
attention on the retail banking 
business.

He also points out that Iang has 
sided with his organlzation and 
such advocates of controlled growth 
as San Franclscans for Reasonable 
Growth, to oppose construction of 
a 12-story bullding at 212 Stockton 
St.，adjacent to Tang's 166 Geary 
St. building.While the other groups 
claim it will shut out sunllight from 
Union Square, Tang has fled Sult 
jin Superior Court，saying that 1t 
thwarts the Downtown Plan by 
disregarding the Preservation of a 
historic bullding. Another Superior 
Court Sult also claims that the pro- 
posed project would exacerbate the 
density of Union Square and im- 
pede traffc fow because lt will not 
contain an off-streetloading dock. 

However，Paul disagrees with 
Tang over bullding heights in the 


mid-Marketarea. His group would 
like to see the helghts downzoned 
to a range between 50 and 90 feet. 
Tang，representing the Greater 
Market Street Assoclatlion，wWwould 
like to see heights kept in the 90- 
to 120-foot range allowed under 
the Downtown Plan.
